nStimermann was for 12 years Provincial Director of about 180 rural Ride, 
Drive and Breeding organizations in Westfalen. The goal of these organizations 
was the bettering of horse breeding and also the aiding of the industrial 
importance of the horse material that was available. The organizations were 
a rural or farm necessity. Also after their equalization there was no change 
of character and duty in these riding organizations which called themselves 
now the NS Rider Corps." 
I want to declare that there is no cumulation between No. 6 and No. 7. 
COLONEL NEAVE: That was just what I was going to ask you. 
DR. LOEFFLER: No. 6 concerns itself with the city riding organ- 
izations where the riding is a sport, that is, purely sport organizations. 
No. 7 xuxmmxms does not concern itself with sport but with the breeding of 
horses in the rural areas where the horse is not there purely for sport but 
actually the means of existence for the farmer. 
T don't see why the fact that the breeding of horses 


is considered more important in the case of this affidavit than in the case of 


No. 6 is sufficient reason for having it entirely translated. I do not under- 


stand its importance. What you are trying to say is that the activities of 
the SA Rider Corps were harmless because they were engaged either in sport or 
in breeding or training of horses. I should think this summry says auite 
enough. 

DR. LOZFFLER: If the Court considers it necessary I will not 
insist on No. 6 since the difference between No. 6 and No. 7 has been 
described now in the record, 

COLONET, NEAVE: I don't think it is necessary to withdraw No. 6. 


The objection I am making is to the full translation of Noe 7. 
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DR. LOEFFLER: Mr. Stimmermann is known the world over. He is 
one of the world's greatest horse breeders. 

COLONEL NEAVE: What has that go to do with it. The point is 
whether the point you are making is important. 

DR. LOEFFLER: I want to say that Mr. Stmmermann was in charge 
of 180 riding organizations and that he, as a competent man, can give or 
tell of the importance of these riding organizations. The Prosecution, in 
one of the examinations of witnesses, stated that the farmers or people in 
the agricultural areas did not have to remain in the organizations since 
they could have carried out riding sports without these organizations. 
Fowever, we want to prove that they did not join this organization for riding 
sports but rather because of necessity. 

COLONEL NEAVE: Let us not talk about it here any longer. The 
Commission will accept the summary of this affidavit and will consider 
whether it should be fully translated or not. 

DR. LOEFFLER: I considered this document as being one of the 10 
to be introduced to the Tribunal. k I believe it should be possible to 
introduce 10 such affidavits to the Tribunal.

COLONEL NEAVE: How manyeffidavits do you mean 
to present all together? 

DR. LOEFFLER: I had expected for mx today a 
total of 67 all together. 

COLONEL NEAVE: How many have you brought here 
today? 

DR. LOEFFLER: All sixty-seven, 

COLONEL NEAVE: How many do you intend to 
introduce during the whole hearing? 

DR. LOEFFLER: Ninety-four. 

COLONES NEAVE: Before the Commission? 

DR. LOEFFLER: I only want to present all 
of these 67. 

COLONEL NEAVE: You say you have brought them 
all here today? 

DR. LOEFFLER: It is a misunderstanding. I was 
askéd to bring along all of those that were important fœ 
the Commission. 

COLONEL NEAVE: Well let's go on. There are 
67 here? 

DR. LOEFFLER: Yes. 
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COLONEL NEAVE: All I want to know, Dr. Loeffler, 
is: Are kx you going to introduce any mae affidavits in 
addition to this 67? 

DR. LOEFFLER: If the Awyers are introducing 
a second group then I would like to do the same thing under 
the second category. I understand that these affidavits 
that are not quite as important, those are condensed and 
put together in one summary. If the other lawyers are 
doing that I would like to do the same thing. However, 
up until now we have made a differente of two different 


categories, category No. l, affidavits which are important, 


and of which I am giving a summary now, and category No. 


2, which are not quite as important. 

COLONEL NEAVE: That is quite enough on the sub=- 
ject and I am willing to discuss the affidavits you wish 
to present to the Commission and no collective affidavits. 

DR. LOEFFLER: I only want to present these 67. 

COLONEL NEAVE: Let's go on and hear them.

DR. LOEFFLER: Lambert Weitz, Essen, S A Rider 
Corps No. 17, a well known anti Facist. Political point: 
Jews did not play any role in the NS Rider Corps and there

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COLONEL NEAVE: Nos. 14, 15 and 16, and several 
others are exactly the same, whereas that is not exactly 
what you are trying to show. 

LOEFFLER: I want to prove by 14, 15 and 16 
that the NS Rider “orps did not participate in the securing 
of the power before 1933, and that even after 1933, ix as 
I proved in documents 17 and 18 they did not,

COLONEL NEAVE: I quite understand that and + 
exactly what youare going tobe allowed to do, but in 
order to make this transcript as intelligible as we can, 
and since the members of the Prosecution can't read the 
affidavits, it is essential to state the specific points 
in summery. “hat does not mean that you need make the 
summary any longere No. 20, I think is next.

COLONEL NZAVE: Referring to the "Reitergeist," could we get a differ- 
ent translation of that,” the riding spirit or idea.” 

DR. LOEFFLER: Idea is all right, the spirit or idea. It speaks of an 
organization spirit, or group spirit. 


MR NEAVE: Just a minute - go ahead. 


DR. LOEFFLER: SA and NS Rider Corps No. 26. Emil Segatz, Olpe, Westfalen. 
Riding teacher, two years. The best German rider Junker. It was only possible 
in the NS Rider Corps that Segatz as Reitersturmfuehrer protected Jews ,and 
aided prisoners of war to escape, Segatz refused to become a personal 
riding teacher of the chief of staff of the SA, Lutze; for that reason he 
was made rider but not a good National Socialist. I want to add one further 
thing. He was punished because due tothe fact he refused to become a wA 


personal riding teacher to Lutze, with the punishment that he was forbidden 
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to wear the uniform of the SA for one year. 

COLONEL NEAVE: This is purely an individual case,and is irrelevant, 
so strike it out. 

DR. LOEFFLER: May I add something to that. 

COLONEL NEAVE:' Well, it is a personal story, is it not,and 
your sugary produces a purely personal Summary of this individual. I 
fave read this affidavit,and I am not going to argue about, it is irrele- 
vant in my opinion. 

DR. LOEFFLER: The next document,SA and NS Rider Corps No. 27. 
The name is Georg Roth, Essen, and a well know anti-fascist,and as a member 
of the NS Riding Corps had a very retarded feeling against the H DAP, and even 
opposed them in sore cases,so that it was possible for Roth to say to an 
acquaintance of his concerning the NS Rider Corps,"If Addlph Hitler has to 


depend on this organization then he can lose his files." 


COLONEL NEAVE: This is also a pretty well individual story. 


DR. LOEFFLER: It is a judgment by a person that is known as 
anti-Fascist, and concerns the entire NS Rider Corps,and in which it is stated 
that Hitler could not depend upon the NS Rider Corps. 

CONCNEL NEAVE: What is the relevancy of Mr Roth having said that? 
He merely said that to some of his friends. 

DR. LOEFFLER: But at the time the National Socialist still was at 
its peak here, and that was a general opinion of a san that was in opposition 
to the Party. 

COLONEL NEAVE: The Prosecutor has something to say on this. It 


is the statement of an individual. 
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WR. MARRECO: I quite agree with your statement,sir. I think it is 
a personal story. 


CONONEL NEAVZ: Thefact that one member of the organization says 


that to his friends is of no relevancy at all defense of the organization 


as a whole,and I think it is time that we drew attention to the fact that 
you are appearing on behalf of the SA as an attorney in which the Rider 
Corps is shovn,and I say it should be stricken out.

DR. LOEFFLER: SA amd NS Rider Corps No. 2& Friedrich Westermayer, 
Augsburg. Priest from Heiligkreuz. Father Westermayer, when his son had to 
enter a NS organization, preferred to send his son to the NS Rider Corps rather 
than to Hitler's Youth organization, because he knew that there was no po- 
litical activity,and that there was no hatred against other thinking people.

MR MARRECO: Now do you know how many units of Rider Corps this 
affidavit speaks of?

COLONEL NEAVE: You mean exactly that what is said 
in Nos. 1 to 36, is only with respect to his wm province? 

DR. LOEFFLER: Yes, that is correct, but only 1 
to 36 was the way it was in all of Germany. 

COLONEL NEAVE: And you are going to tell the 
Commission that the contents of affidavits No. 37 to 67 
are entirely the same as those we have already heard. 

DR. LOEFFLER: Yes. 

COLONEL NEAVE: Mr. Marecoo, would you take your 
copies away and have them examined by someone who speaks 
Germane In view of the fact that they repeat previously 
what has been said I do not see any point in having Dr. 
Loeffler put them in the record at all,and if you have 
any comments to make on them they can be brought up later,

T would like to point out that we are prepared to continue here on these 
affidavits for some time, I do not imow exactly for how long.

on the evidence of witnesses so that we are not obliged to finish by any 


particular time. The length of time that we will get will depend on how 


soon the Tribunal wants a report on these affidavits. Put in the meantime 


the summaries and the translated affidavits will continue to be circulated.
